List of Missing Men in Hoboken 


Disaster Beaches Nearly 


Three Hundred 


1 New York, July 3.—Although It Is still 
Impossible to tell exactly how many 
lives were lost in the great fire that 
ewept away the piers of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Stqamship company on Sat- 
urday and destroyed three of Its ships, 
the best estimate that can be obtained 
Is that dose to SOO members of the crews 
of the burned veaseta perished. Sixty- 
seven -bodies have thus far been given 
up by the waters of the North fiver. 
Each hour that passes witnesses addi- 
tional recoveries of bodies, sea-red, 
maimed and burned beyond all sem- 
blance of human flesh. 


And .the half has not yet been told, as 


all of the bodies brought to the surface 
yesterday were caught on grappling 
books. About the first of next week 
people will realize the appalling loss of 
life, as It will then be time for thebodlas 
that are now lying- at the bottom of the 
river to come to the surface of the water 
through natural agencies. 


The list of missing Ss still placed Just 


below the 300 mark. 


The bodies recovered up to 11 o'clock 


last night include 41 now In Odonell's 
undertaking establishment in Hoboken, 
30 at Hoffmann's of the same city, 12 in 
the morgue in New York and 4 on the 
decks of the Saale, which were recovered 
too late last night to be brought to either 
city. Of these 37 have been either posi- 
tively or partly identified, most of them, 
to far as has been discovered, being 
victims from the steamship Saale. 


Those who will undoubtedly swell the 


list of the dead are the 240 odd men from 
the steamships, Including officers, sub- 
officers, seamen, oilers, machinist* and 
coal passers and trimmers, the greater 
loss, of course, being among the men who 
were below decks and could not get to 
the open before the flames choked them 
back and the heavy falling debris beat 
them down to their death. Of these the 
greater part are foreigners, and the lists 
of their names are 
being checked off 


by the steamship company officers as 
eoon as any identification can be made. 
Then, too, there are some 85 people who 
•were on canal boats, lighters and about 
the docks in various capacities. 


Boston, July 3.—In the midst of a 


jepirited debate In the house on the 
proposed lease of the Boston and Al- 
bany railroad to the New York Central 
railroad, an opinion was received from 
the attorney general yesterday In effect 
that: 


"The proposed, lease is, In form, a eon- 


tract between two railway corporations. 
Such a contract cannot be amended ex- 
cept by further agreement between the 
parties. 
The legislature, therefore, 


cannot, by enactment, amend the lease." 


And also that with the proposed bill 


a law, the commonwealth having given 
Its consent, Its courts cannot enforce 
provisions never agreed to by the parties 
to th« lease. 


The decision of the attorney general. It 


Is believed, will materially affect the 
Chances of the bill passing in its present 
form. 
The debate in the house will con- 


tinue today. 


Relief Still Badly Needed. 


London, July 3.—Th« secretary of state 


for India has received a dispatch from 
the viceroy of India, saying that rain- 
falls have been fairly general during the 
past week, but the monsoon current con- 
tinues weak, causing anxiety. Even 
after abundant rain has fallen through- 
out distressed districts relief will be 
necessary on a large scale until the early 
crops ripen. The persons receiving re- 
lief number 5,808,000. 


The North German Lloyd company is 
• great, helpless cripple fox the time 
being. Her two ships, the Bremen and 
Main, smoked all day yesterday; the 
Saale was just beginning to show the 
effects of the wrecking steamers' strug- 
gles,- but the four great docks'smouldered 
In the hot sun, giving off the stifling 
odor of its burnt wood and smouldering 
merchandise. 


Their four docks, with that of the 


Thingvalla line, reached out into the 
river like long, charred arms of some 
great body, which still steamed and 
Gmoked in its last hours of life. Rising 
above the whole mass is stlld a heavy 
cloud of smoke that tells of much fire and 
heat remaining in the ruins of the large 
storehouse at the north end of the en- 
tire ruins. 


The general agent of the North Ger- 


man Lloyd, Gustav H. Schwab, was at 
his temporary office in Hoboken most of 
the day trying to straighten out the 
•eemingly hopeless situation. 


H« could not form any exact estimate 


of the losses as yet, but the company 
•was doing all It could to get itself out of 
the tangle. It sent money down to the 
docks and dished it out to the survivors 
as if it had been so much water. Over 
$14,000 in cash was jriven to the men 
yesterday, and suits of clothing, cheap, 
but new and clean, were given to every 
roan that asked for them. Food and 
shelter was also provided for the com- 
pany's men.

granted the Washburn Wire company 
of Maine, for a plant to be erected at 
Phillipsdale for the manufacture of>fine 
steel and iron wire, in opposition to tha 
steel and iron trust. •> The company had 
purchased 14 acres of ' ~nd, and the con- 
sideration as shown by the revenue 
stamps -was 154,000. 


Lack of Definite Information. 


Washington, July 3.—The threatened 


Indian uprising in the Rainy Lake region 
of Minnesota was one of the subjects 
considered at the cabinet conference at 
the state department yesterday. It was 
concluded that more definite information 
as to the exact condition of affairs was 
needed before the federal authorities 
oould properly interfere in the matter.

Murderous Burglars at Lawrence. 


Lawrence, Mass., July 3.—The Cold 


Spring brewery was entered at an early 
hour this morning by burglars, and two 
safes were blown open and the night 
watchman fatally shot. It is not known 
bow much money was taken. 


The Old Mm Was Cored. 


"Talk about coring people of bad 


babite, one of the funniest cases I ever 
knew occurred on the eouth side some 
years ago," said Detective Thomas Mo- 
Quaide. "There was an old fellow over 
there who -would insist on fussing with 
bis wife, who would invariably give 
him tha worst of it. Then he -would run 
tip stairs and hang out of the second 
story window, holding to the ledge, 
shouting like wildfire that he was going 
to drop and kill himself. Of course the 
Wife would relent and Bet up a noise 
that would bring ont the neighbors for 
blocks, and the man would be pulled 
in the window by friends.

St. Louis, July 3.—The following agree- 


ment, which marks the end of the lone 
strike of the street railway employes of 
the Transit company, was reached last 
night at 9:30 o'clock, and was signed 
by the strikers' grievance committee's 
chairman, T. B. SLtlwards, as well as by 
President Edward Whibaker of the 
Transit company: 


1—The provisions of the agreement of 


March 10, 190U, as to, rates of pay and 
hours of services will be continued in 
force by tha company. 


2—Every employe of tlie company to 


be free to Join or not to join any or- 
ganization, and no discrimination to b» 
made for or against him because of the 
manner In which he exercises his free- 
dom. 


3—Any attempt on the part of any em- 


ploye to induce another employe by in- 
timidation or threats to join or not to 
join any union shall be cause for the im- 
mediate discharge- of the person guilty 
of such attempt. 


4—Any attemp^t to Influence any em- 


ployes by an official of the company to 
join or not to Join any union shall be 
cause for discharge of such official. 


6-JThe company will meet any em- 


ploye or committee of employes, whether 
representing themselves, 
other em- 


ployes or an association of employes, re- 
garding-any matter of mutual interest. 


6—For the purpose of filling vacancies 


which may now exist or hereafter arise, 
the committee of former employes, of 
which T. B. EdwanxJ* is chairman, shall 
prepare a list from those of the men who 
were in the company's service on May 7 
last, and as the company now or here- 
after needs additional men it will select 
them exclusively from this list until it ia 
exhausted, not interfering, howeveir, 
•with men now in the service. No person 
shall be eligible to this Ust who has been, 
exility of any acts of lawlessness or vlo- 
leace.

It is probably good to be good 
when you don't know it and are not 
meaning to be, but it is infinitely bet- 
ter to be good when you are good with 
all your will and power. 


It is this higher, yes highest, form of 


independence to which the American 
people are now awakening or have 
awakened. 
Already they have noti- 


fied one nation of the weighty obliga- 
tion in being a brother's keeper and 
when that nation failed to heed it was 
made to pay the heavy penalty of its 
transgressions. 
And when out of this 


a new despot in the name of liberty 
conspired to rule another people the 
representatives of the American people 
raised their hands against that despot 
until he is a fugitive from all 'men 
save a few of those who conspired with 
him or a few of those whom he called 
to his side by his plausible promises 
and mischievous misrepresentations. 


This is the higher independence and 


the higher morality. It is the new in- 
dependence of the American people, 
and it is to be their lasting independ- 
ence. It costs, costs in treasure and 
blood. But all that is worthy is costly. 
Nothing precious is born of ease. 


Tomorrow the democrats will cele- 


brate independence day by shouting 
for "William J. Bryan. Next November 
they will know a clay of greater inde- 
pendence, the day when Bryan goes 
back to 'Nebraska a disappointed and 
a fallen chieftain.

STERN DISCIPLINE'. 


It Is Necessary In War and the Soldier 


Muat Learu to Submit. 


One of Detroit's retired officers, who 


fought in two wars and helped for years 
to restrain the savage outbreaks of our 
Indians, thus delivered himself to the 
writer: 


"The very hardest lesson a yonag 


American has to learn when he enters 
the army is that of obedience. For the 
first time, his individual authority is de- 
throned. He is as fractious as a thor- 
oughbred colt that long rebels against 
the whip and spur. It is hard for him 
to understand that his freedom of action 
must be subordinated to military neces- 
sity. He chafes, if he does not openly 
rebel, but when once whipped into line 
he makes the best soldier on earth. 


"My first drillmasfcep had been my 


friend and the friend of my family from 
my boyhood up. We had hunted and 
fished and courted together and ex- 
changed secrets with a .freedom that 
does not obtain among brothers. One 
day, 
early in my experience as a soldier, 


and while everything was being hurried 
with a view to getting us into Mexico, 
we had been drilling till I felt ready to 
drop. The repeated orders struck pain 
to my ears and I would have conscien- 
tiously sworn that my musket weighed 
a ton. At length, when within easy ear- 
shot of him, I shouted, 'For heaven's 
sake, Bob, stop this tomfoolery and let's 
go over to the tavern.' 


"He never looked at me but roared, 


'Corporal, take that man and drill him 
like the devil.' 


"The corporal did, and I thought I'd 


die of exhaustion. I fully meant to 
challenge the drillmaster and whip him 
if he declined, but he succeeded in mak- 
ing ma understand the imperative neces- 
sity of unquestioning obedience in the 
soldier.

WAYS OF THE BLUE CRAB. 


Some of Its Peculiarities as Observed at 


KcW Vork'u Aquarium. 


While the blue crab is not commonly 


thought of as a swimmer and does in 
fact spend the greater part of its time 
on the bottom, yet it can very easily 
sustain itself! in the water and swim at 
a very fair rate of spejad. It swims end- 
wise, and when swimming it carries 
one big claw thrown forward and bent 
back at the middle joint, making a 
point projecting at that end of the 
body, while the other big claw trails 
straight out astern. If it changes direc- 
tion, it crooks the claw it had been car- 
rying straight and lets the other go 
free. If it sustains itself in the water 
•without progressing, it carries its big 
claws in front of itself as it would nat- 
urally do under ordinary circumstances 
on the bottom, but it has to keep its 
little claws in motion to sustain itself, 
and in swimming the little claws are 
kept actively at work. Besides making 
a good degree of progress through the 
water in swimming the blue crab can 
change its course or swim to a higher 
or lower level with facility. When 
frightened, the blue crab moves off side- 
ways, but when moving about at home 
and undisturbed it may move straight 
forward. Its-body may be inclined at 
any angle to the line of progress, but 
its motion still be forward, the big 
claws carried crooked around in front. 
It may be seen moving thus in one of 
the larger tanks at the aquarium, in 
which there are blue crabs, lobsters and 
other things. The temperature of the 
•water now just suits the crustaceans, 
and they are very lively. Blue crabs 
may be seen swimming here, and also 
walking about, stepping down from 
stones that are as high as they them- 
selves are wide with perfect dignity, if 
not grace of manner, and walking or 
carrying their claws before them.— 
New York Sun.

CANNY INSECT WORKERS. 


They Fertilize Flower* For Strictly Utili- 


tarian Reasons. 


A correspondent writes: "The theory 


of the origin of flowers by the selection, 
of insects is one which has attracted 
much attention both in scientific cir- 
cles and from the general public. Set 
forth by Darwin in the 'Origin of Spe- 
cies, ' it has been largely developed in a 
series of interesting publications by Sir 
John Lmbbook and Mr. Grant Allen. 
Some fresh and interesting light has 
now been thrown on it by a series of 
experiments recently carried out by 
Professor Plateau of the University of 
Ghent. Professor Plateau has arrived at 
the conclusion that insects are indiffer- 
ent to the colors of the Sowers they 
visit, and that they are guided to them 
in a very subordinate way by sight. 
The experiments on which the Belgian 
professor bases his farreaching cqpolu- 
sions are briefly these: Having uorered 
the brightly colored flowers of single 
dahlias in his garden with bits of grefc 
leaf, he found that they were still visit- 
ed by insects. This seemed so much p* 
variance with the generally received 
view that insects are attracted to flow- 
ers chiefly by their color that Professor 
Plateau instituted a prolonged series of 
experiments and observations to put the 
matter still further to the proof. The 
result has been to confirm- and strength- 
en the conclusions drawn from the first 
experiments. Gutting off the brightly 
colored corollas of suqh, flowers aa lo- 
belia, evening primrose, foxglove, etc., 
he fonnd the remaining green parts 
were still visited. Again there are some 
brightly colored flowers which are sel- 
dom or never visited by insects owing 
to their lack of honey. Notable among 
these is the scarlet geranium of our gar- 
den. 
But when a little honey was placed 


on geranium flowers bees came to them 
at once, those blossoms which had not 
received honey being passed over. 


"Other conspicuous flowers were tried 


in a similar way with like results. The 
experiment of removing the honey bear- 
ing parts of a flower and leaving the 
brightly colored part, which was sup- 
posed to be attractive, was also tried 
with the single dahlia. Its inner florets 
were removed, leaving the conspicuous 
outer ones, a piece of yellow leaf being 
placed in'the owoter. No insects went 
to these honey less flowers. But as soon 
as a drop of nectar was placed on them 
they visited them as freely as before. 
Again, Professor Plateau made artificial 
flowers with pieces of green leaf, each 
furnished with a little honey. These 
were freely visited by insects. But arti- 
ficial flowers made of colored material 
were neglected, even when supplied 
with honey. 


"In further support of his views Pro- 


fessor Plateau is able to bring forward 
the following facts as to the habits of 
insects in visiting flowers: They will 
pass freely and with apparent indiffer- 
ence from one color to another of va- 
rieties of the same species growing to- 
gether in our gardens; they visifc a great 
number of green and greenish colored 
flowers; there are many small and in- 
conspionoua flowers which are also free- 
ly visited. Such is a brief ontline of 
Professor Plateau's observations and ex- 
periments, from which he believes him- 
self justified in drawee the conclusion 
that sight plays a very subordinate part 
in attracting insects to flowers. Their 
bearing on the theory of the insect origin 
of flowers is obvious."—London Times.

For instance a. man who has 
been at work on the case, talked re- 
cently regarding it. He said there are 
many things to be Introduced as evi- 
dence which as yet have not been made 
public through the newspapers. The 
same man had in h!is possession a 
watch which he said was one of 
several found at a point on the Deer- 
field river, where the suspected man 
wag at wtok on a log job. The time- 
pieces were fn the possession of some 
Italians, and the numbers tallied with 
those taken from the Reed house on 
the night of the murder Jn August,

GLADSTONE-AS A CHEMIST. 


An Incident In tlie Grand Old iUaa's Ca- 


reer In the Coxnraong. 


If Mr. Gladstone seldom Indulged in 


sarcasm, it was not because he lacked 
the gift—for he possessed it in a high 
degree—but because he forbore to use 
it. To hurt an opponent's feelings gave 
him pain and when he did it uninten- 
tionally he would sometimes cross the 
floor of the house, and, sitting for a few 
moments by the side of the man whom 
he had just demolished, say something 
to assuage the wound. One of his most 
persistent, but never ill natnred, critics 
was tne late Sir John Pope Henneasy, 
who told me the following story to il- 
lustrate this generous trait in Mr. Glad- 
stone's character. 


Sir John prided himself on hisknpwl- 


edgs of chemistry, and "in one of"' the 
debates on the commercial treaty with 
France he made- a^sgeech exposing, as 
he believed, a 'geriona ahemical blunder 
in the treaty. ->3Jr. .Gladstone followed, 
"and soon-framed-'rne iaside out in the 
most amusing manner,'' said Hennessy 
in relating the story, "proving, as if he 
had been a chemist by profession, that 
it was I who had blundered egregious- 
ly." 


Having thus disposed of his critic, 


Mr. Gladstone went and eat by him for 
a moment. "I hope you don'tfeel hurt, 
Mr. Hennessy," he said. "Tour speech 
Was ingenious, and it may console you 
to know that the emperor of the French 
made precisely the same objection that 
you have made. The fact is, both you 
and he know a good deal about chem- 
istry, but not enough to keep you from 
going astray,"—Canon McOoll in Fort- 
nightly Review. 


Early Whist. 


Mrs. Hervey writes on Oct. 25, 1697, 


to her husband, that his "four sisters 
have been hoar this afternoon, and as 
they never come unattended, brought 
with them Mr. Ga—, Mr. Down— and 
Mr. Bo—.

1723, and was then in the center of the 
world of whist. "Poor Bishop Nevell," 
she writes, "can scarce be reckoned 
among the 'living, being (in my oppin- 
ion) wors than dead. They say he sitts 
at Lindsay's with one to hold his cards 
and another to give him snuff. Palsey 
and gout have brought him to this misa- 
iiable condition." On May 1 she cheer- 
fully informs her husband that the di- 
version of the evening is the puppet 
nhow. "Betty is gone with Lady Tor- 
rington. The whiskers have promised 
me somo diversion after 'tis over."—

NEW ARCTIC EXPEDITION 


Originator of the Enterprise De- 


scribes Its Plans. 


BIED8 AND PLAflTS TO ££ STUDIED. 


Rure BIv4« to Be Secured and 


EffK» Hatched In u Floating Hatcii- 
ery—Rare Uncle Ox to Be Laxiacd 
and Brcragbt Back In Captivity. 
Sea to Be Dredged. 
Q. B. Broms of Stockholm, who is the 


wealthiest mine owner in Sweden, ia 
furnishing the money for an expedition 
to visit Spitsbergen and northwestern 
Greenland thla summer to ascertain 
new facts in the domain of ornithology, 
entomology and marine zoology. He 
tells in the following article in the St. 
Paul Pioneer-Press the results he hopea 
the expedition will accomplish: 


Secrets that have long been,locked in 


tile icebound region of the far north 
are to be brought into the light of sci- 
entific knowledge by means of an expe- 
dition that is being sent out under my 
direction. I am asked by American 
friends to explain the objects of the ex- 
pedition fully, and I answer with 
pleasure that the plan IR to send a sci- 
entific research party under the leader- 
ship of Mr. Gustav Koltoff, the con- 
servator of the university In Upsala, 
Sweden, to visit first Beeren island, 
then Spitsbergen and the northeast of 
Greenland to study bird life and plant 
life and investigate thoroughly tae un- 
known features of the frozen land. 


Instead of trying to study anything 


and everything, as former expeditions 
have done, resulting in many in- 
stances In nothing of importance beres 
accomplished, this expedition win limit 
Its labors to the proper investigation of 
the 
special 
branches 
enumerated. 


There is much to be cleared up con- 
cerning the biology of the birds of the 
far north, and many of the feathered 
tribe if brought to the museums of our 
cities would not be recognized at alL 
Then the arctic insect fauna, which 
more especially on the coast of Green- 
land has shown great richness of form, 
will provide the expedition with an in. 
terestuig subject for study and enable 
It to bring back many specimens that 
will be new to the scientific world. 


Zoological investigations In the arctic 


seas have been confined to the com- 
paratively accessible regions around 
Spitsbergen and on the west of Green- 
land. Rich harvests can consequently 
be looked for by the expedition when 
Its dredgers get to work in the deep 
seas that have never been explored 
for these specimens. During the jour- 
ney from Spitzbergen westward to 
Jan Mayen there will be dally dredg- 
Ings and scrapings of the bottom of the 
sea. 


If circumstances permit, the expedi- 


tion will land on Jan Mayen, where 
there is a wealth of interesting bird 
fauna that will be closely studied. The 
last goal of the expedition, the north- 
east of Greenland, is expected to be 
reached by the end of July. The Duna 
islands will be thoroughly explored 
and every living thing, whether fish, 
flesh, fowl or plant, closely Investigat- 
ed, and if of "the smallest importance 
specimens retained for further and 
more leisurely discussion when the ex- 
pedition reaches civilization again. 


These Duna islands, it may be noted, 


are especially interesting by reason of 
the fact that a strange breed of geese 
is to be found there, which has never 
been transported to other lands for 
breeding purposes. Specimens will ee 
brought away and an effort made to 
introduce this new breed of geese in 
Bweden. 


An anchorage will be found at Bell 


sound, and after a careful and sys- 
tematic study has been made of this 
locality the course will be steered for 
Ice Bound. In Advent bay the first 
news of the expedition will be received 
by the friends who are left behind. 
Prom this point expeditions will be 
Bent to the adjoining region and every 
Interesting 
specimen 
secured 
and 


brought back to the ship. 


The ship by this time will have be- 


come a floating museum and aviary. A 
plant for hatching the eggs of rare and 
little known birds will be taken along, 
and while the expedition is in progress 
this important branch Of the work will 
be carried on under the direction of a 
capable man, so that by the time the 
Chip returns it is expected that there 
will be on board a choice and interest- 
Ing collection of birds that have been 
born In captivity for the first time in 
the history of the worldv 


If it is possible to find such a rarity, 


specimens of arctic musk ox will be 
captured by means of the lasso and 
brought back on the ship with the hope 
that the climate of Sweden, which dif- 
fers little from that of the native land 
of the musk ox, will not be found too 
mild for such a rare northern animal. 
Fifteen carefully selected men will 
comprise the crew of the expedition, 
which will be abundantly supplied 
with provisions, so that in the event of 
the ship becoming Icebound there will 
be no fear of starvation. Everything 
that the ship brings back will be do- 
nated to the government museum at 
Stockholm. 


Such are the plans for an expedition 


which I do not say is very pretentious, 
but which I think will prove as inter- 
esting as regards results as any that 
has started for the far north. Those 
Interested in rare bird life will be sup- 
plied with an abundance of material 
for new studies. Besides, the unravel- 
ing of mysteries is always fascinating 
work, and much that has been hidden 
from us in the icy region of therArctv 
will be revealed by the efforts of th< 
members of this expedition.

"Beavtlea" to Convert Into Oil, 


The state forestry department Is re- 


sponsible for the latest trust, the cater- 
pillar trust The furry little creature 
is doomed. It Is going to the slaughter 
by the tens of thousands, and its apoth- 
eosis will be the latest thing in oil. 


The caterpillar in the vicinity of Sar« 


•toga has proved itself so destructive 
that it has provoked a special investi- 
gation by the forestry department 
Trees were suffering to an extent that 
called for active zucaouriea. Tiie caver- 
pillar was tried and sentenced to ex- 
tinction, and the authorities put theii 
beads together to devise a method. The 
result was a determination to turn the 
caterpillar into oil, for which purpose a 
special process has been discovered, 
says the New York World. 


A special proclamation was accord- 


ingly issued offering 15 cents for every 
bucket of caterpillars. Men, -women 
and children at the summer resorts 
have gone into the new industry. Cat- 
erpillars are being stripped from every 
bush and shrub, and cartloads of the 
striped "beasties" are dally taken out 
of town and converted into boiling oiL

Tbe first of them 
IB in rhyme of a peculiarly attractive 
form, the meter throughout represent- 
ing two Itoes of three characters each 
and one line-of seven characters.

Two men 
have been arrested by us at Liu LI 
Chuang, and we. find they have poison 
all over their bodies.

Those who smell the poison ' 


will die Immediately. You must be , 
very cautious In drinking the water. 
Those who see this notice must make 
It known. It will avoid calamity be- 
falling tbe people. It must by all means 
be done,' 


"Both these placards were poeted up 


to a district called Taicheng, In this 
(Ohl-11) province, six days ago—1. e, 
since the last proclamation. Taicheng 
Is about 140 11, or 50 miles, south of 
Tien-tsln. The dense and universal 
ignorance of the people makes these 
placards, silly and childish as they 
may appear to us, very dangerous and 
highly calculated to excite the wildest 
Ideas and promote trouble. The peo- 
ple are Just now peculiarly In the 
mood, moreover, to be so excited. The 
autumn and spring rains have not fall- 
en, the earth Is lying hard and parched, 
and starvation stares them In the face. 
l 


They cannot explain It or understand ! 
why the clouds gather, but produce no J 
refreshing showers. In their blindness 
±hey blame the foreigner. To illustrate 
the public temper of the day I may 
mention that the wildest superstitions 
are now extant current about kerosene 
oil. Several large fires have occurred 
through the breaking of lamps, and 
the people are now discovering that j 
kerosene promotes scarlet fever, small- < 
pox and plague, Injures the eyesight, 
and otherwise brings calamity. Upon 
this overwrought state of mind such 
placards as the above act very strong- 
ly."
